HYSLOP JEWELS 
‘FOUMD IN A AID 


Major Hyslop and Officer J. F. 
Sawyer went to Pomona last Fri- 
day and there found a large part 
of the belongings that were taken 
from the Hysloy home here on the 
night of ‘Thursday, April 8th, when 
thieves entered the home and took 
many valuables and relics belonging 
to Mr. and Mrs. Hyslop. 

The guilty party is John Ander- 
son, who lives at 993 East Fifth 
street, Pomona, and at his home 
was found a targe amount of loot. 

The Pomona Review of April 30th 
has the following to say regarding 
the captare of ‘Anderson: 

Every one of the burglaries com- 
mitted in this locality during the 
past six months to which there has 
been no clew, bas been revealed by 
a search warrant today. As a re- 
sult Constable Shanker, Chief Tracy 
and Officer Pleasait have gathered 
together about $2000 worth of the 
proceeds of the robberies ‘These 
consist of silver forks, knives, 
spoens, fruit glasses, ‘bath robes, a 
Royal typewriter, hand mirrors, 
leather: goods, boxes of hosiery, 
chattelaine bags, brass clocks, 
watches, pocket knives, scissors, 
sewing cases, brica-brac, cut glass 
articles, toilet articles and a lot of 
jewelry. 

John Anderson, who has lived at 
993 East Fifth avenue, is in jail on 
the charge that he was the author 
of these robberies 


Confessed. 

When confronted by onstable 
Slanker in the city jail this after- 
noon with the direct acenaation of 
the thefts after the officer had in- 
formed him of the raid, Anderson 
broke down completely and admitied 
that he was guilty of the burglaries. 
The constable, after some carefully 
selected thrusts, got the prisoner to 
promise that when he was present 
ed with a list of the burglaries and 
the things taken he would gladly 
check off what he had taken.

Against rescinding—Riley, Butler. 
Supervisor Glover then submitted 
a motion asking for new proposals 
for a hospital site, to be filed with 
the board not later than May 11 at 
11 o'clock. Supervisors Horton and

Before action was taken on the 
motion to rescind, Supervisor Riley 
questioned the other members. of 
the board as to whether they fel:

ot the Ralphs’ Acres site, inasmuch 
as the owners had siarted to de- 
velop water on th@ land, under the 
plan of purehase, but Supervisors 
Glover, Kincaid and Horton did not 
believe that they were in any way 
obligated. 

The action of the board came 
within a few minutes after the su- 
pervisors convened for the after 
noon and followed one of the most 
largely attended and thoroughly in- 
teresting sessions in the morning of 
that body, in which some of the 
most prominent men of affairs in 
the county took part, discussing the 
feasibility or impracticability ef the 
plan to purchase the Ralphs’ Acres 
site. The majority of the arguments 
advanced seemed to be in favor of 
allowing the board of supervisors to 
exercise its own power and carry 
out its plan to secure the land in 
question for the new county bos- 
pital 

Not Against Location 

Among all of the speakers. who 
represented practically every section 
of the county, there did not appear 
to be any sentiment against the pro 
posed location. Even among. the 
Redlands delegation it was made 
clear by several speakers that the 
only protest on the part of the Red- 
lands citizens was on the size of 
the site and the cost of the land. 
The argument was raised that 
should the board purchase the site 
of thirty acres at an approximate 
cost of .$60,000, using part of the 
land for a poor farm, there would 
not be enough money remaining of 
the original bond issue of $150,000 
to construct and equip adequate hos- 
pital buildings 

Those speakers in favor of the 
purchase of the site maintained that 
the supervisors should consider the 
future, and that by securing a site 
now adequate for years to come the 
county would be saving money in 
not having to pay the increased cost 
of land when a larger tract became 
absolutely necessary 

While the speakers from the va- 
rious sections were emphatic in 
their respective stands regarding the
